Tf the emergency in the administratiiwi's 
relationship with the b ig steel concerns had 
not occurred. pub lic ssmpatliy might welt b e 
running strongly now in favor of its b elief 
that government is the party most concerned 
in every large-scale lalior negotiation. 


President Kennedy s I.ab or - Management 
,\dvisory Committee, whose recommenda­ 
tions are independent of recent events, has 
concluded the government should have pow­ 
er to recomm<md settlement.s in lab or-man­ 
agement deadlocks of major importance. 


This would b e a radical change from the 
Taft-Hartley .^ct, which restricted govern­ 
ment to fact-finding. .Another radical change 
would get nd of the Taft-Hartley’ provision 
for b anning strikes on an indu.slry-wide b asis 
and make this important govemmmt author­ 
ity applicab le to vital sedions of industries. 


The further fact is that the government 
is either a participant or an ob server in 
every important negotiation b ecau.se of its 
responsib ility for mediation. 
And the cwiclusive fact is that the govern­ 
ment is immediately and often drastically 
affei’tpd 
b y 
every 
important 
large-scale 
agreement b etween management 
and 
la­ 
b or. Everything fn>m its revenue to its na­ 
tional defense is affected. 
This IS the way it has b een ever since fed­ 
eral troops used to b e ordered to the scene 
of strike disoiders. All the Kennedy ad- 
ministration has b een saying in effect is 
that if it’s going to b e this way. the federal 
government should make a b usiness of step­ 
ping into all potential deadlocks early and 
dictating pnK-edures that will pmtect the 
general welfare. But that’s only one side of 


the story. 


THESE RECOMMENDATIONS are in line 
with the Kennedy administration's thinking 
on the making of industrial contracts —- that 
agreements b etween unions and managers 
are too important to b e left to nonofficial 
persoas. 
The fad is. of ctyursc. that many industry 
deadlocks have b een b roken b y unofficial 
"official” intervention, like Vice P'^esident 
Nixon’s in the latest steel strike. 


ANYONE WHO knows how the new idea 
would work knows the negotiators always 
would wait for the federal government to 
make the first pmposal. 
It w'ould b e almost like arb itration, and 
for this rea.son it will b e scouted as cagily 
b y unions as b y management.

Coercive Bargaining W orse 


There is this notable possibility about the 


direction Kennedy administration thinking is 
taking in labor-management relations: 


Tf the emergency in the administration's 
relationship with the big steel concerns had 
not occurred, public sympathy might well lie 
running strongly now in favor of its belief 
that government is the party most concerned 
in every' large-scale labor negotiation. 


President Kennedy s Labor - Management 
Advisory Committee, whose recommenda­ 
tions are independent of recent events, has 
con dud tx! the government should have pow­ 
er to recommend settlements in labor-man­ 
agement deadlocks of major importance. 


This would be a radical change from the 
Taft-Hartlev Act. which restricted govern­ 
ment to fact-finding. Another radical change 
would get rid of the Taft-Hartlev provision 
for banning strikes on an industry-wide basis 
and make this important government author­ 
ity applicable to vital sections of industries. 


THESE RECOMMENDATIONS are in line 
with the Kennedy administration's thinking 
on the making of industrial contracts —• that 
agreements between unions and managers 
are too important to be left to nonofficial 
persons. 


The fact is. of course that many industry 
deadlocks have been broken by unofficial 
"official” intervention 
like Vice President 
Nixon’s in the latest steel strike 


The further fact is that the government 
is either a participant or an observer in 
every important negotiation because of its 
responsibility for mediation 
And the conclusive fact is that the govern­ 
ment is immediately and often drastically 
affected 
by 
every 
important 
large-scale 
agreement between 
management 
and 
la­ 
bor Everything from its revenue to its na­ 
tional defense is affected. 
This is the way it has been ever since fed­ 
eral troops used to be ordered to the scene 
of strike disorders. All the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration has been saying in effect is 
that if it’s going to be this way. the federal 
government should make a business of step­ 
ping into all potential deadlocks early and 
dictating procedures that will protect the 
general welfare But that s only one side of 
the story. 


ANYONE WHO knows how the new idea 
would work knows tile negotiators always 
would wait for the federal government to 
make the first proposal. 
It would be almost like arbitration, and 
for this reason it will be scouted as cagily 
by unions as by management. 
Both live in mortal terror of dictated set­ 
tlements They grant that collective bargain­ 
ing, such as it is, can be bad, but coercive 
bargaining — ah that would be unbearable. 
It would be wage-fixing and price-fixing tied 
together in one package.

The moment of decision to test 
wfas a long time in coming to 
President Kennedy. In retrospect, 
former President Eisenhower has 
been heard to say that if it hadn't 
lieen for the presidential election 
in 
1960, 
with its unpredictable 
outcome and the possibility of a 
shift of party control a n d na­ 
tional policy, he would have or­ 
dered 
a 
resumption 
of under­ 
ground testing in 1960 
But he didn’t, 
and the files 
showed no indication of even a 
tentative decision. When Mr Ken­ 
nedy took over the presidency in 
1961 he. too, waited month after 
month in hopes that the Soviet 
Union might finally agree to in­ 
spection and control—the one in­ 
dispensable feature of a test-ban 
treaty. 


Even after the Russians sur­ 
reptitiously prepared and conduct­ 
ed their record-breaking nuclear 
tets in the atmosphere last sum­ 
mer, the President held back. He 
gave the scientists permission to 
test underground but refused to 
commit himself on testing above 
ground 


RY DISPOSITION. Mr Kennedy 
wras opposed to testing. He was 
never convinced that the Russians 
had been testing underground dur­ 
ing the three-year moratorium. 


He had the pragmatist’s hojie 
that the Soviet Union wxiuld com* 
prehend 
the 
meanoing portents 
of unrestricted competitive test­ 
ing in the atmosphere and relax 
its obsesson against inspection. 
When the American scientists 
made their analysis of the Soviet 
tests of last fall, the President 
believed 
that 
no 
apocalyjitic 
and he was convinced that the 
United States still had 
a sub­ 
stantial lead. 


Early this year, he gave sym­ 
pathetic attention to a dramatic 
through the vicious circle of test­ 
ing. The proposal was to offer 
the Russians a treaty banning 
atomic testing in the atmosphere. 
with no ifs. ands, or huts and 
no on-site inspection. None woulii 
lie needed, because atmospheric 
testing cannot lie concealed 
He rejected the proposal for one 
reason, that if the Russians signed 
they could spend months making 
secret preparations for another 


series of tests and then, with 
our guard down, find a pretext 
for breaking the treaty. And in 
that new series, they might in­ 
deed 
make 
significant 
break­ 
throughs. 


SO FINALLY, with palpable re­ 
luctance, the President conclud­ 
ed that the United States was 
compelled to follow the dangerous 
and 
uncertain road 
of 
atmos­ 
pheric testing. 
He could not. nor could any 
one rn the West, risk following the 
far more dangerous road of um- 
l a t e r a l absentcntion, witn its 
quite certain end—Soviet suprem­ 
acy in nuclear arms. 
In Churchill’s vivid image, if 
one of tw'o scorpions in a bottle 
sharjiens its sting, the other must 
do the same, or get out of the 
little. We are not about to get 
out of the bottle, with this Presi­ 
dent or any other, and so we 
test. 
In view of this record, it is 
almost inconceivable, as already 
stated, 
that 
thoughtful 
voices 
should lie .sounding off against 
the resumption of testing, and 
that 
thoughtful 
p<*ople, 
highly 
placed in this country, .should be 
silently thinking the same thing 
It isn’t at all surprising that 
the Communist delegates to the 
Geneva disarmament conference 
charge us 
with

IT’S OMA 
slightly more sur­ 
prising that India and other neu­ 
tralist countries exhibit such con­ 
sonous and self-righteous distaste 
for acknowledging the truth—that 
we were forced to resume test­ 
ing by the Russians. But these 
reactions are part of the vocabu­ 
lary of the cold war. Some daw 
the neutrals will earn to recog­ 
nize friend from enemy. 
What is surprising—and depress­ 
ing—is the curious blind spot in 
some of 
our own people. 
They 
are like 
the patient who 
could 
not bring himself to swallow the 
bitter medicine that would make 
him whole again. 
Testing i* the West’* latter med­ 
icine today Without it, our part 
of the world would lie less. not 
more secure 
And paradoxically,
